NIEDRINGHAUS BOSS

Made Chairman of the Brate Com-
mittee by the Walbridge
Faction.

SOP TO THE OPPOSITION.

John H. Bothwell Named as Vice
Chairman—Nominee for Gov-
ernor Delivers Three Min-
nte Address.

Thomas K. Niedringhaue of B louis
was yemterday elected chalrman and made
aheolute “hoss" of the new Republican
Btate Committee by a series of resolu-
tlonis that put the Walbridge faction In
control of the organization,. As a sop to

the opposition, John H. Bothwell was
madn vice chalrman,

M. Niedringhaus was empowired to
name the secretary at his descretion—at

his own request. He was also empowered
to name the Exscutive Committee of aight
members, with himself as ex-officlo mem-
ber. The Executive Committes was em-
powersd to name the treamirer. The Ex-
ecutive Committee was also empowared
to name an advisory commities of as
many members as It should see fit, with-
out votes In the Btate Committes,

John A, Snider of Cape Girardeau Coun-
ty and George A. McCansa of Lawrence
County were made members of this advis-
ory commitiea. They are both mambers of
the Akins faction. and if the tally sheets
at the State Convention had beon added
correctly they would be members-at-large
of the State Committee, with votes in-
stead of belng on the “advisory' commit-
tee, with nothing to do except 10 appear
cognizant of what I= golng on.

It was stated In the committes meeting
that the mistake In the recording of the
votes was due to the excitement in the
consention, However that may be, the
Walbridge crowd grined tso committee-
men-at-large in an evenly divided organi-
sation. while the two men who were actu-
ally electad do not get on the committes,
No attempt was mud-‘(o correct the mis-
taks which was made in declaring the
Akins amendment, providing for the se-
lection of a State Chalrman by the con-
vention, Inst when It should have been car-
ried

The Akins faction did not care to try
their hand at controlling the new Stats
Committee with the odds against them,
and =0 left matters as they were and ac-
cepied what they could get from the good
heart® of the Walbridge crowd.

Mr, Niedringhaus, immediately after his
plection as chalirman at the momning wes-
sion of the committee. resigned as mem-
ber-at-large of the Btate Committes and
recoramended that his right-band friend,
Walter A& Dickey, shouid be elected to
his place. This was done.

THREE MINUTES' TALK.

Cyrus P. Walbridge, nomines for Gov-
ernor, addressed the committes in the af-
ternncn. He talked only about three min-
utes and was careful 1o assure the com-
mittes that he had made no deal with
anyone. He did not mention the Butlers
by name. I wish to assure the committes
that I have made no deal In this eam-
palgn,” he sald. *I never have made deals
in politles, and 1 am too ¢ld & man to
begin dolng 0 at the present time.”

Alr. Walbridge missed the mark in de-
nylng so much, as It ha= only been
charged by his Hepubllcan opponents that
his friends have made the alllance to de-
feat Folk. Mr, Walbridge in his speech to
the committee did not repudiate the sup-
port of tha Butlers, & proposition which
his friends have been very careful to keep
qulet. Mr., Walbridge took occasion to
compllment the new chairman of the com-
mitte, whom he promounced the “‘most
capable, eMecient and brilllant manager
the party contains.”

National Committeemman and former
State Chairman T, J. Akina called the new
Htate Committes together at 11 o'clock.
He spoks briefly regarding his hopes for
the campalgn and made no reference Lo
factional tr J. E. Goodrich of Kan-
sas City, a Walbridge man, was chosen
temporary secrotary.

This done, Mr, Goodrich moved that
Thomas K. Nledringhaus he made chalr-
man of the committee. This was done
